I, Timothy R. Kain, hereby declare: 

1 . I have been employed by Monsanto Company as a Research Assistant from 1995 
to 1997 and since 1997, as Patent Scientist, having as my primary responsibility the collection 
and control of information for the legal protection of Monsanto Company proprietary inbreds and 
hybrids. 
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2. That the following material referred to in the specification of the above-referenced 
application has been deposited with a depository meeting Budapest Treaty requirements: 



3. T affirm that should the seed deposit become nonviable or be inadvertently 
destroyed, I will replace such seed for at least 30 years from the date of the original deposit, or at 
least 5 years from the date of the most recent request for release of a sample or for the effective life 
of any patent issued on the above-mentioned application, whichever period is longer.
